Response to Amendment 

Applicant's response to amendment filed on 03/02/09 is acknowledged. It is 
noted that claims 1, 3-4, 6-13, 15-16, and 18-24 are pending in the application and 
claims 2, 5, 14, and 17 have been canceled on the amendment of 03/02/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-4, 6-13, and 18-24 are allowed over the prior arts of the recording in 
the application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As independent to claims 1 and 13 are allowed over the prior art of record, taken 
alone or in combination, fails discloses or render obvious a light detecting apparatus 
and method comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination including 
of to the in combination with rest of the limitation of a probe controller that switches the 
apparatus between broad range measurement mode and high resolution measurement 
mode by controlling a distance between the distal end of said optical fiber probe and 
said surface for measurement, wherein said broad range measurement mode exploits 
the light propagated through a core of said optical fiber probe and said high resolution 
measurement mode exploits near-field light seeping from said core of said optical fiber 
probe independent claims 1 and 13.
